CROSSVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 2.—James 
Godsey was brought here an@ lodged in 
jail upon the charge of wife murdér. 


Some time last April. Dodsey found his 
wife (or claimed he foynd her) with a 
piece of hickory bark tied about her neck 
and thrown over a grape-vine swing, 
which. was near a cave in Grassey Cove. 
a at claimed that she had hanged her- 
self. 

A jury of inquest was unable to deter- 
mine how she came to her death, she was 
buried. and in a short time Suspicion was 
aroused against the husband, and it was 
thought that the woman had been poisoned 
and. taken to the grapevine to 
pretense of suicide. 

The remains were disinterred and a chem- 
ical analysis made of the contents of the 
stomach, which showed that she had not 
been pofsoned. The case was a mystery 
till a few days ago, when additional evi- 
dence was found and Godsey was arrested 
on the charge of wife murder. 

The prisoner was given a preliminary 
hearing by Squire C. A. Ford of Grassy 
Grove and was bound over to court. 

It is thought by those best posted .that 
Godsey smothered his wife to death’ @nd 
carried the body to the grapevine

Speaker Says That, If They Are 


Adopted, St. Louis Will Be a 
New City. 


The charter amendments received the in- 
dorsement of the St. Louis Republican 
Club and of many of its guests of oppo- 
site political faith at an enthusiastic meet- 
ing Tuesday night In the club’s quarters 
in the Louisiana building. 

EF. N, Judson was the principal speaker, 
and he declared the passage of the amend- 
ments absolutely essential to the future 
progress and prosperity of the city.

Their Prisoner. 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—The report from Sofia, 
nentioned by the Vienna correspondent of 
the Telegraph, throws quite a new light on 
the abduction of Miss Stone. There is ev- 
ery reason to believe that the chief ol 
ihe band which carried the wonian off to 
the mountains was Bous Sarafou, the for- 
mer president of the Macedonian commit- 
tee at Sofia. ‘ 

Miss Stone has sent two letters to the 
mission at Samakon, wherein she begs that 
the robbers ‘may not be pursued. When 
they find themselveg hunted they drag her 
from place to place and, as a consequence, 
She is so fatigued as to be unable to walk 
arfy longer. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 2.—The bri- 
gands who carried off Miss Helen H. Stone, 
rine American missionary, and her compan- 
ion, Mme. Tsjika, a Buigarian lady, have 
fixed Oct. 8 as the limit of time for the 
payment of the ransom, $110,000, demanded 
for Miss Stone’s release. . The hiding place 
of the brigands has not yet been discovered 
and the delay accorded by the abductors 
is taken to indicate that they consider 

-heir retreat qntite secure. 

The Turkish government has sent four 
infantry battalions to the Bulgarian fron- 
tier and the Bulgarian government has also 
sent four companies of infantry to re-en- 

force six companies now guarding the 
frontier line, in the hope of surrounding the 
brigands who have taken captive and are 
holding Miss Stone, the American mission- 
ary, for ransom. It is believed that the 
brigands will not be able to escape and that 
Mis& Stone will be rescued and the perpe- 
trators of the outrage captured. 
RESULTS OF DEMANDS FEAREW. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Turkey and Bul- 
garia have both been appealed to to aid 
in the liberation of Miss Stone, the Ameri- 
can missionary held captive by the Bul- 
garian brigands. These appeals have been 
made through the agents of the United 
States accredited to those governments. 

No. demands contemplating the use of 
forcible measures for the recovery of the 
lady have been made; action consequent 
upon such demands would probably lead te 
her death. This government, in its repre- 
sentations to Turkey and Bulgaria, has 
been extremely careful to avoid recom- 
mending any course which will result in 
the murder of the captive. 

From the information in the possession 
of the state department, it is evident that 
considerable difficulty is experienced in 
raising Miss Stone’s ransom. he brigands 
have demanded 26,000 Turkish pounds, and 
the missionary society, it is reported, is 
unable to raise this large sum. The state 
department has no fund at its disposal; 
otherwise it would be willing to draw upon 
it to effect her release. 

Negotiations are in progress between the 
agents of the Boston board of missions, 
who are in Constantinople, and the 
brigands, looking to the sum demanded. 
Pursuit May Cause 

the Captive’s Death. 

In its attempt to secure the liberation of 
Miss Stone the state department has a 
most difficult task. If it insists on the 
pursuit of the brigands by soldiers, it risks 
ht the men to put their captive to 
death. It has no funds to use for a ran- 
som. Even if her friends could raise the 
excessive sum demanded, $110,000, their ac- 
tion would so encourage brigandage that 
no foreigners would be safe in the Balkan 
peninsula. 

Miss Stone is a charming and cultivated 
woman from Chelsea, Mass. Before she 
went as a missionary to Bulgaria 25 years 
ago, she was on the staff of the Congrega- 
tionalist of Boston, the leading weekly pa- 
per of the Congregational denomination, 
She had charge of the Bible women in her 
fleld—women who go about among. the 
homes of the people in the villages.

Death is usually the penalty for captured 
robbers, so if they are hard pressed they 
sometimes kill their prisoners to avoid pos- 
sible identification later’: Such an instance 
occurred near Samokov, Bulgaria, only a 
few years ago.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—It is the general 
opinion of Rear-Admiral Schley’s adherents 
that so far the testimony of no witness has 
injured the reputation of the flying squad- 
ron’s commander.

HIS VICTIM A LITTLE CHILD 


Brady, Taken From Jail, Went Coolly 
Along to the Place of 
Execution. 


HELENA, Mont., Oct. 2.—James Edward 
Brady, the man who committed an unusu- 
ally brutal assault upon 65-year-old Ida 
Pugsley in Helena yesterday, was this 
morning, about 1:30; taken from jail by a 
mob and hanged to a telegraph pole in the 
Haymarket Square, about three blocks 
from the jail. The .crowd was orderly 
and after the man had been hanged it 
quietly dispersed. There were about two 
hundred men engaged in the affair and 
they were all masked. They attacked the 
jail door with a battering ram, and it soon 
yielded. On gaining admittance, they de- 
manded the keys of the jailer at the 


point of a gun, and threatened if he did 
not yield the man up they would kill him. 
The jailer then got the man out of his 
cell and he was given to the mob. When 
the first took him Brady asked: 
“What is it, wontioment 

The march to the hanging place was 
quiet. Brady was given a chance to say 
a word. He declared that they had the 
wrong man, although he had been positive- 
ly identified by his victim and a score of 
other people who had seen him with the 
child. He also asked that some money 
that was due him from the Montana Cen- 
tral Railroad be sent to a alece and then 
he was pulled up. The end of the rope 
was tied to the pole and the crowd dis- 
persed. Later Sheriff McConnell cut the 
body down and placed it ina coffiin. There 
will be an investigation today.

ANDREWS A STAR WITNESS 


ADMITS BEING AT HOUSE WHEN 
CRIME WAS COMMITTED. 


He Is Taciturn and Claims to Have 
Seen and Heard Nothing of De 
Soto’s Greatest Criminal 
Event. 


From a Post-Dispetch Staff Correspondent. 

DE SOTO, Mo., Oct. 2.—Unless Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Willlams changes his mind 
in the interval, the cases of Daniel and 
William Greenhill and Caleb Andrews will 
not be taken up by the Jefferson County 
grandjury until January. ’ 

It is announced that he will not call fora 
Special grandjury to investigate this, the 
most noted crime in the county's history, 
and the next regular grandjury will not be 
impaneled at Hillsboro, the county seat, 
untii after Christmas. 

Meanwhile the two men held Monday by 

Coroner Taylor's jury responsible as princi- 
pals for the murder of their sister will be 
out on bond, unless their bondsmen should 
choose to surrender them. 
This contingency is not.at all likely, as 
the bond of the brothers is signed by their 
parents, another brother and four of their 
attorneys. 

Some surprise is manifested here that 
bond was accepted at all for men held by 
a coroner's jury for the murder of their 
own sister and who waived a preliminary 
hearing before Justice True instead of tak- 
ing advantage of the opporiunity to intro- 
duce evidence tending to clear themselves 
of the charge. 

Former Congressman Sam Byrns began 
arranging for bond for his clients the mo- 
ment they were held by the jury. Prosecu- 
tor Williams told him he would accept a 
bond of $5000 for each. 

Mr. Williams told the Post-Dispatch that 
the only reason he agreed to accept bond 
at all was his moral certainty that they 
could not furnish security in that amount. 
He intimated that their fellow towns- 
men who owned property would hesitate to 
mortgage it to the state to aid men charged 
with the monstrous crime charged against 
the brothers Greenhill. 

But BRyrns was not astisfied even with 
this concession of Williams. He demanded 
a lower .bond. He argued that there was 
an element of great doubt in the case 
and that $5900 was altogether too much for 
the state's representative to demand for 
the release of the men. 


Bond Permitted 

Because of Doubt. 

Williams said he agreed to allow the 
brothers bond only because he thought 
there might be some difficulty of proving 
murder in the first degree against them 
and murder in the second degree’ was a 


bailable offense. He refused td consent to 
a reduction. 

Circuit Judge Deering was in town and 
Byrns had the prisoners brought before 
him on a writ of habeas corpus. He then 
demanded a reduction in the amount of the 
bond. About $1200 each, he figured, would 
be a reasonable sum. Judge Deering fixed 
it at $3500 each, and the bonds were imme- 
diatcly signed by the attorneys for and rel- 
atives of the brothers. 

Attorney Byrns is not the only person in 
De Soto who believes there is still an ele- 
rent of considerable doubt in the case. 
Many persons here attach little importance 
to the trump card so far played by Prose- 
cuting Attorney Willlams—the announce- 
ment of the alleged confession of William 
Greenhill that his brother Dan killed both 
their sister and Meloy. 

The alleged confession was not signed and 
sworn to by William Greenhill. In fact, 
according to Mr. Williams, it was not even 
written. 

The only witnesses present when. the al- 
leged statment was made, beside Mr. Will- 
iams were members of the local constabu- 
lary. Greenhill does not admit making the 
statement and Attorney Byrns ridicules the 
idea that he did so. 

Greenhill] Considered 

as Weak Minded. 

William Greenhill is considered weak- 
minded by many persons here—quite dif- 
ferent from his younger brother, Dan, who 
is bright-minded, active and vigorous. 

The coroner’s jury held the Greenhill 
brothers principally on the testimony of the 
physicians that bullets had been fired from 
a pistol, the muzzle of which was inserted 
in the gashes already made on the bodies of 
Sadie Greenhill and John Meloy. 

They agreed that it would have been a 
physical impossibility for Meloy to have 
used both the ax and the pistol. 

The brothers admitted using the ax and 
hatchet on Meloy’s body, but denied firing 


the pistol shots.

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THE BLACK PLAGUE RAGING 


In Bombay Presidency 1930 Deaths Oc- 
curred in One Week and the Disease 
Is Spreading Elsewhere. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Reports to the 
marine hospital service from all parts of 
the world show a continued spread of the 
plague in most sections. In British East 
India during the week ended Aug. 2 last, 
there were 2622 new plague cases, and 1920 
deaths recorded in the Bombay presidency, 
an increase of more than 200 deaths over 
the previous week. There were 136 plague 
deaths in the city of Bombay that week, 


and many others suspected. 

In Egypt the total number of bubonic 
plague cases from April.7 to Sept. 2 was 132 
with 60 deaths. In Queensland the destruc- 
tion of rats continues, but the official re- 
port shows 32 plague cases, including 10 
deaths from Feb. 28 to July 6. In China, at 
the port and town of Swatau and neighbor- 
ing districts, the plague is steadily decreas- 


ing.

Rozier wrote a polite letter to Miss Hanra- 
han and her brother and sister, informing 
them that were violating a federal statute 
in retaining possession of a pension certifi- 
cate not belonging to them.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 3.—The triennial 
convention of Episcopal bishops, clergy and 
laity began here today. Present among the 


delegates are Bishop Tuttle of St. Louls, 
Bishop Potter of New York and J. Pierpont 
Morgan. <A large party of bishops and lay- 
men came on Mr. Morgan’s special train 
from New York. 
The convention promises to be the. most 
notable since the original convention, 112 
years ago. Many important questions are 
scheduled for consideration. Foremost 
among them are the final acceptance of 
the constitution drafted by the convention 
at Washington in 1898, and since carefully 
scrutinized by every diocese in the country; 
the canons, or laws of the church; the 
special report on the canon on marriage 
and divorce, as understood by the Epis- 
copal Church, and the church's course to- 
ward Porto Rico, the Philippines, Hawail 
and Cuba. 
Tne convention was inaugurated at 7:3) 
a. m. with thse celebration of holy commu- 
uion In all the local Episcopal Churches.

She is to launch out 
and cast her nets into the deeps of igno- 
rance, poverty, unthrift, sorrow, shame and 
crushing grief, -the deeps of avarice, too, 
as well as besotted worldliness and stolid, 
stupid indifference. It was for the fur- 
therance of this work by the use of the 
best means that the members of the con- 
vention were gathered here in this—to the 
most of them—far off part of the country. 
As a resident of this Pacific coast for 
years, he felt that he could speak as one 
who knew its needs and its promises, and, 
aware of the siackness of the church in 
coming out.to possess this good land. 

The bishop quoted from a speech lately 
delivered b resident Roosevelt at Den- 
ver in which the then vice-president 
showed how slow.the statesmen of the 
earlier days of our country’s history were 
to realize that the great West was to be- 
come an inhabited and civilized land with- 
in any reasonable period, This ignorance 
was refiected {n the church. Opportuni- 
ties were neglected because of it and the

Speaking of the suggestion from some 
quarters that the missionary organization 
needs reconstruction the bishop placed him- 
self on record as an unbeliever in the ne- 
cessity of radical reorganization.

“Tt is the old story,” he added, ‘‘of seek- 
ing someone else on whom to lay the 
blame instead of taking it home to our- 
selves. If all the clergy, bishops and laity
